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O fathers*™“! The Angels and the skies are paused. Yours*™“ pulpit and yours*™“ prayer niche 
is lonely after yous?™”, vacant from yours*““ whisperings, and yours*™“ grave is happy with 
yours“ having embraced youS*’“, and the Paradise is desirous to youS?™” and to yours?“ 
supplications and yours?”

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O fathers?! How mighty is the injustice of yours*”” gatherers! Oh the regret upon you?*”* 
until 1°“S arrive hastily to youS*’” and bereave Abu Al-Hassan**“S, the trusted father®® of 
yours“ (grand) sons*”S Al-Hassan*”° and Al-Husayn*“%, and yours*™“ brother*“S, and 
yours*™™ friend, and yours*““ beloved, and the one whom you**“™ nourished as young and 
established brotherhood with when older, and the sweetest of yours*”” loved ones and 
yours*““ companions to yous“, one who had preceded, and emigrated, and helped.
